IV — The  Abomination  That  First  Caused  Its 
Introduction. 

Nobody  knows  the  precise  date  when 
sprinkling  and  pouring  were  introduced  into 
Christianity  as  modes  of  baptism.  It  is 
certain,  however,  that  they  were  first  intro- 
duced in  Africa,  and  not  far  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  third  century.  Cyprian,  who 
was  elected  bishop  of  Carthage  in  248,  gave 
it  as  his  opinion  that  in  extreme  cases 
sprinkling  or  pouring  might  be  legally  sub- 
stituted Tor  immersion.  But  even  then  the 


. 


offer  an  entire  violence  to  their  own  incli- 
nations. For  this  purpose  they  formed  con- 
nections with  those  women  who  had  made 
.vows  of  perpetual  chastity;  ami  it  was  an 
ordinary  thing  for  an  ecclesiastic  to  admit

of  his  bed;  but  still  under  the  most  solemn 
declarations  that  nothing  passed  in  this 
commerce  that  was  contrary  to  the  rules  of 
chastity  and  virtue.” 

Hinton,  in  his  History  of  Baptism,  says: 
“It  is  to  be  presumed  that  Pcdo- Baptist  di- 
vines, in  their  recent  crusade  against  nun- 
neries, were  not  aware  that  their  particular 
friend  Cyprian  had  bo  high  an  opinion  of 
them.  That  both  the  number  of  theae  ‘vir- 
gins’ (nuns)  were  greater,  and  their  moral 
character  vastly  worse,  than  at  almost  any 
time  since,  might  be  proved  in  tea  lines,  if 
I dared  offend  the  delicacy  of  my  readers 
by  quoting  them ; and  that  the  circumstances 
in  which  Cyprian  was  placed,  surrounded  by 
virgins,  for  whom  he  says  ‘the  church  had 
often  to  weep,’  on  account  of  thd  ‘horrid 
tales  which  got  abroad,’  reudered  him  a 
zealous  advocate  for  the  baptism  of  babes, 
is  not  at  all  marvelous;  the  lives  of  infunts 
' introduced  into  the  world  in  the  circum- 
stances alluded  to,  being  peculiarly  uncer- 
tain, and  baptism  necessary  to  their  salva- 
tion, his  benevolent  feelings  naturally  indi- 
cated such  a course. 

It  is  believed  that  in  those  evil  times,  in 
which  the  lives  of  certain  infants  have  been 
cut  very  short,  the  monks  did  not  fail  to 
make  them  ‘children  of  God  and  inheritors 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,’  by  baptism,  be- 
fore they  were  caused  to  exchange  worlds.” 

Again  he  says:  “To  anyone  acquainted 
with  the  general  history  of  this  portion  of 
the  world,  it  will  appear  highly  probable 
that  the  descent  of  baptism  from  youth  to 
children  (which  was  opposed  by  Tertullian 
some  half  century  before),  and  then  from 
children  to  babes,  was  accelerated  by  a nat- 
ural desire  on  the  part  of  the  priesthood  to 
place  their  numerous  illicit  progeny  within 
the  pale  of  the  Christian  church.” 

Now,  just  when  these  unholy  alliances  of 
priests  and  nuns  were  most  prolific  of  their 
illicit  progeny,  Cyprian,  whq  was  a pagan 
worshipper  until  he  was  quit*  an  aged  man. 
but  now  bishop  of  Carthage,  began  to  add 
the  weight  of  his  influence  to  two  supersti- 
tious beliefs,  imported  direct  from  paganism, 
and  already  being  advocate^  by  some  here 
and  there,  to-w'it:  1.  .Consecrated  water 
saves,  and  it  is  equally  efficacious  whether 
applied  by  immersion,  or  sprinkling,  or  pour- 
ing 2.  The  necessity  of  baptism  is  uni- 
versal, without  distinction  of  age.  Fur 
thermore,  until  this  time  baptism  was  admin- 
istered at  stated  times  of  the  year;  but  Cyp- 
rian and  his  council  of  sixty-two  suffagan 
prelates  stated  the  belief  of  the  African 
Catholic  ehureh  in  these  words:  .“We  all 
judged  that  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God 
should  be  denied  to  no  human  being  from 
the  moment  of  his  birth.”

Christ  began  to  do  «jnd  to  teach,  before  lie 
was  taken  up.  lie  .gave  a second  book  in 
what  we  call  the  ActL  of  the  Apostles.  But 
the  story  is  not  all  told  yet',  and  the  work 
is  not  all  done  yet.  J The  miuistry  of  Christ 
to  the  world  is  still  in  progress.  His  dis- 
ciples are  the  agenci-  through  which  lie 
comes  in  touch  with} the  world’s  life  and 
through  which  lie  Ministers  to  «th  needs. 
This  may  be  in  politics,  or  busincs*,  or  so- 
ciety, or  in  evangelism,  as  we  touch  the  vic- 
ious and  degraded,  vie  ignorant  and  uncul- 
tured, the  sick  and  suffering,  the  destitute 
and  downcast,  and  [arrogant  and  worldly. 
This  ministry  may  lie  iu  the  church  or  fcjuu- 
day  School,  the  Christian  college  or  hospital, 
the  orphanage  or  sopp  kitchen.  The  church 
is  -the  body  of  Christ,  the  fullness  of  Him 
that  tillcth  all  in  all,  the  abundant  channel 
through  Which  He  pours  His  fioodtide  of 
merJy  and  grace  to  every  need  of  every  man. 
As  His  people  perform  this  Christly  minis- 
try they  will  be  fijly  framed  together  and 
compacted  hy  every-  such  touch  with  the 
world's  needs  hy  tfic  very  effort  to  supply 
these  needs.  Thun  the  body  will  build  it- 
self up  iu  love.  (Work  is  the  operation  of 
the  Spirit  of  C’hriit,  and  this  means  co-op- 
eration. A convention  is  just  a coming  to- 
gether. The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  just  the  result  (of  the  art  of  getting  to- 
gether. Our  conv  out  ions  are  the  efforts  to 
supply  more  and  more  the  needs  of  a sinful 
world;  v 


Newness  of  Life. 

The  curse  that  '(fume  because  of  siu  was 
death.  The  curse)  that  always  follows  sin 
is  death.  The  blessing  of  redemption  is 
life.  Jesus  say.:  , “I  have  come  that  they 
may  have  life,  and  that  they  may  have  it 
abundantly.”  ‘‘The  gift  of  God  is  eternal 
life  in  Jesus  ChriKt.”  ‘Tie  that  hath  the 
Son  hath  life.”  ‘‘He  that  heareth  these 
words  of  mine  and  believeth  on  Him  that 
sent  me  hath  everlasting  life  and  shall  not 
come  unto  condemnation  but  is  passed  out 
of  death  into  life.”  It  is  the  distinction 
and  glory  of  the  Gospel  that  it  quickens, 
brings  into  existence  qualities  of  (spirit  and 
heart  and  mind  that  previously  were  un- 
known in  the  main.  He  is  a new  creation. 
As  compared  with  his  former  self,  he  feels 
that  he  has  really  just  begun  to  live.  He 
has  desires  to  which  he  was  formerly  a 
stranger,  an  interest  in  and  love  for  things 
and  people  which  once  made  no  appeal  to 
him.  There  is  a sense  of  the  nearness  of 
God,  a realization  of  His  existence,  a re- 
sponse to  his  lofe  and  his  will  that  did  not 
exist  before.  It  is  indeed  a new  life;  old 
things  have  passed  away.  • 

But  this  does  not  fully  express  the  mean- 
ing of  Paul’s  words — newness  of  life.  It  is 
not  only  something  entirely  new  in  exper- 
ience and  in  thp  world,  but  the  quality  of 
newness  abides.  The  newness  of  it  doesn ’t 
wear  away.  There  were  never  two  sun- 
sets alike;  the  shades  of  color  and  the  fram- 
ing of  the  picture  are  different  each  day; 
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nay,  more,  they  differ  from  second  to  sec- 
ond as  you  watch  the  declining  orb.  No 
two  visions  of  tire  sea  waves  are  the  same 
from  day  to  day.  They  are  new  every 
morning  and,  change  every  evening.  More 
than  that,  they  change  iu  color  or  form,  or 
size,  or  in  all  these  as  they  move  in  toward 
the  shore.  You  hear  it  sometimes  said  of 
a great  man  -that  there  was  no  other  like 
him,  that  when  God  made  him  He  broke  the 
mold.  This  is  true  of  all  men  aud  all  things 
and  all  experiences.  There  are  no  dupli- 
cates in  God’s  universe. 

Even  so  iu  Christian  experience  there  are 
no  duplicates.  No  two  people  hhve  exactly 
the  same  manifestation  of  this  new  life.  No 
one  man  has  the  same  from  day  to  day.  We 
have  moved  on  a little  further,  the  angle  of 
vision  is  a little  different,  the  vision  of  God 
is  from  a new  viewpoint.  Newness  is  al- 
ways the  characteristic  of  the  Christian  life. 
It  is  never  dull  or  stale  or  monotonous.  Each 
day  has  its  new  duty  and  new  strength  for 
it.  \\  e do  not  go  over  the  same  beaten 
track.  God  is  applying  new  tests,  bring- 
ing out  new  forces,  uew  quality  and  giving 
us  new  joys.  Ilis  mercies  are  fresh  every 
morning  and  new  every  evening. 

There  are  new  supplies  of  life,  of  vitality 
of  power.  We  cannot  do  today’s  tasks  in 
yesterday’s  strength  or  on  yesterday’s  ex- 
perience. We  walk  in  newness  of  life.  We 
need,  we  must  have  a daily  touch  with  God, 
a constant;  renewal  of  strength,  a revitaliz- 
ing of  all  the  forces  of  our  spirits  by  soul 
touch  with  the  Almighty.  He  is  the  great 
reservoir.  In  Him  dwells  all  fullness  and 
we  are  made  full  in  Him.  But  let  us  not 
forget  that  Paul  always  makes  the  newness 
of  life. conditioned  on  dy  ing  with  Christ.  It 
comes  through  putting  to  death  our  members 
on  earth,  the  mortification  of  the  flesh. 
The  great  truth  which  baptism  symbolizes, 
the  dying  tqithe  world  .to  sin  aud  self  ought 
to  be  repeated  in  daily  experience.  ‘‘If  we 
died  with  Him  we  believe  that  we  shall  also 
live  with  Him.”  ‘‘Therefore,  are  we  bur- 
ied with  Him  by  haptispi,  that  like  as  Christ 
was  raised  up  by  the  glory  of  the  Father 
so  we  also  shoul J walk  in  newness  of  life.”

Letters  were  publish  »d  in  The  Baptist  Re- 
cord two  weeks  ago  from  Senator  John 
Sharp  Williams  and  Gingressmau  T.  U.  Sis- 
son.

terially changed  by  amendment  or  substitu- 
tion, I expect  to  give  it  niy  support.”  The 
people  of  Mississippi  have  emphatically  ex- 
pressed themselves  on  the  prohibition  ques- 
tion. The  legislature  eiiaeted  it  ?into  law 
by  a unanimous  vote.  Anybody  can  see 
that  the  people  are  in  faivor  of  prohibition 
and  the  congressman  who  is  not  in  favor  of 
it  does  not  represent  his  people.  The 
Slieppard-Konyon  bill  is  simply  letting  the 
people  of  each  State  have  what  they  want, 
and  is  intended  to  prevent  what  they  do 
not  want  forced  on  them  hy  people  of  some 
other  State.

I be- 
lieve we  should  give  them  our  moral  support 

while  they  are  in  pfflee. . Yet,  Governor 

Brewer  has  pardoned  some  blind  tigers,’  and 
so  has  Lieutenant-Governor  Bilbo  while  acting 
governor,  against  wbifch  I want  to^nter  my  pro- 
test. There  was  one  pardoded  at  Hattiesburg 
in  Forest  county  without  the  knowledge  or  con- 
sent of  the  officers At  the  last  term  of  the 

circuit  court  of'  Lauderdale  county,  a white 
man.  recognized  by  the  officers  as  an  old  time 
offender,  and  one  whom  they  had  been  trying 
to  catch  for  years,  was  indicted  for  permitting 
whiskey  to  be  sold  in  his  place  of  business,  and 
realizing  that  he  would  be  convicted,  plead 
- guilty  and  asked  for  mercy.  I think  the  judge 
let  him  off  with  a *250  fine  with  no  jail  sen- 
tence. and  court  had  hardly  adjourned  before 
Acting-Governor  Bilbo  pardoned  him  of  ail  ex- 
cept fifty  dollars.  Since  then  1 learn  that  two 
more  liquor  offenders  of  the  liquor  statutes  have 
Been  pardoned,  one  a white  man,  and  the  other 
a notorious  negro  tigress,  who  Is  said  to  be  one 
of  the  worst  in  Mississippi.  The  officers  have 
been  trying  for  years  to  catch  them  and  suc- 
ceeded last  February  and  they  were  convicted 
after  one  of  the  hardest  fought  legal  battles 
ever  put  up  in  a court  room.  This  negro  wom- 
an had  been  tried  many  times,  but  would  al- 
wajs  escape  conviction.  The  sentence  for  the 
white  man  was  *500  and  thirty  days,  and  the 

negro  woman  *500  and  four  months These 

cases  were  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and 
{Jie  legal  battle  renewed  there,  but  the  judg- 
ments of  the  loweT  court  was  affirmed  by  that 
tribunal.  The  action  of  the  Supreme  Court 
did  not  phase  them  They  appealed  to  a still 
higher  power,  to-wit,  the  governor  of  this  great 
commonwealth,  and  before  the  sheriff  could  get 
legal  instructions  from  the  appellate  court  to 
put  them  on  the  county  road,  they  were  par- 
doned. the  white  man.  as  I understand,  being 
relieved  from  both  the  fine  and  Jail  sentence.

What  encouragement  have  the  officers  when 
their  work  is  rent  asunder  by  one  stroke  of  the 
executive  pen?  Why  keep  up  an  expensive 
system  of  courts  if  one  man  can  Bet  their  de- 
cisions aside?  Such  a course  causes  the  ti- 
gers to  have  no  respect  for  the  law,  and  it  is 
enough  to  discourage  the  officers  and  Juries, 
especially  when  they  desire  to  do  their  duty 
faithfully  and  conscientiously  and  without  fear 
or  favor  as  they  were  sworn  to  do  when  they 
took  the  oath  of  office  and  as  grand  and  petit 

jurors I do  not  think  the  Governor  should 

exercise  his  pardoning  power  for  tigers  without 
a careful  investigation  of  each  and.  every  case. 
Where  the  grand  Juries  do  their  duty  and  the 
petit  juries  convict  upon  positive  sworn  testi- 
mony, and  the  judge,  district  attorney  and  the 
county  prosecuting  attorney  do  their  duty.  It 
will  deter  the  illicit  sale  of  liquor  and  all  crime, 
and  great  good  will  emanate  from  it,  If  Governor 
Brewer  and  Acting-Governor  Bilbo  would  let 
the  convictions  stand. When  whiskey-sell- 

ers see  that  lawyers  can  go  to  the  Governor  and 
secure  pardons  for  them,  they  are  encouraged  to 
sell  even  more  and  new  ones  open  up.  The 
Liquor  Dealers’  Association  is  spending  money 
lavishly  In  Mississippi  to  make  It  a local  option 
State,  and  if  Governor  Brewer  will  not  be  so 
handy  with  the  pardoning  pen,  the' prohibition- 
ists of  the  State  will  be  delighted.”

Rowe,  a small  but  neat  church  build- 
ing and  pastor’s  home  were  built, 
and  on  June  2,  1901,  a little  band  of 
Baptists  headed  by  their  pastor-to- 
be,  W.  P.  Price,  filed  Into  the  little 
church  with  a list  of  forty-eight

Wfe  are  start- 
led and  surprised  that  the  same  fath- 
er and  mother  could  haye  and  rear 
under  the  same  environment  two 
sons  of  such  dissimilarity.  One  a 
farmer;  the  other,  a herdsman;  one 
a Christian,  the  other  f.an  InAdel; 
one  a humble  confessor,  the  other  a 
criminal  culprit;  One  yielding  the 
fruit  of  paradise,  and  the  other  bear- 
ing the  apples  of  Sodom;  one  a mur- 
derer, and  the  other  a martyr.

The  Evolution  of  the  lliwpital. 

The  modern  hospital  1s  a sanitary 
work-shop.  Until  a few  years  ago 
it  was  a place  where  sick  people 
could  be  kept  until  they  recovered 
Today  It  Is  s work-shop  where  they 
are  made  well. 

A few  years  ago'-  the  adequately 
equipped  hospital  waa  a clean  house 
with  clean  floors,  clean  walls,  a 
clean  bed,  indifferently  trained 
nurses  and  a doctor  whose  sole 
means  of  diagnosis  were  his  ear,  hts 
eye  and  his  touch  at  the  bedside  of 
the  patient.  Today  the  modern  hos- 
pital has  a laboratory  to  aid  the  sur- 
geon or  physician  In  his  diagnosis, 
a laboratory’  of  bacteriology,  a de- 
partment of  physical  therapeutics  for 
various  sorts  of  exercise,  a depart- 
ment of  dietics  in  which  patients 
may  be  fed  by  the  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion and  their  food  measured  in  ex- 
act terms:  an  operating  department, 
aseptic,  with  all  that  that  term  Im- 
plies; a milk  laboratory  for  Infant 
feeding,  and  a vast  list  of  machin- 
ery, such  as  blood-pressure  appara- 
tus, Instruments  for  measuring  and 
microscopes  and  instruments  for 
rduntlng  the  blood-cells,  x-ray  out- 
fits, apparatus  for  Introducing  nor- 
mal salines  and  other  fluids  Into  the 
blood

In  a 
recent  Issue  of  The  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  our 
units  are  the  same,  but  our  construc- 
tion is  steel  find  concrete;  we  have 
no‘  carpets  and  dust-catchers;  our 
furniture  Is  of  white  erihmel.  We 
have  forsaken  the  old-time  heat  reg- 
isters with  their  dust  and  soot;  we 
•Bare  steam  radiators  that  give  noth- 
ing Into  the  sick  room;  we  have  the 
screens  on  oul-  windows  to  deny  ad- 
mission to  thd  fly  and  the  mosquito 
and  other  Insects  that  may  carry  the 
organisms  of^disease.  We  know  that 
sunlight  Is  one  of  God’s  ways  of  cur- 
ing disease  and  that  fresh  air  la  one 
of  the  greatest  physicians  in  the 
world,  so  that  we  build  our  modern 
hospitals  with  windows  facing  to  the 
sun,  with  air  . space  measured  In 
terms  of  cubic  feet  for  the  sick.
